FRENCH VICTORY IN ITALY. 


BATTLE OF MARENGO. 
Bulletin from the Army of Referve, 
Torre de Gatafola, June 15. 

After the battle of Montebello, the army put itfelf in 
motion to pafs the Scrivia. The advanced guard, com- 
manded by General Gardanne, on the 13th encountered 
the enemy, whe defended the approaches of the Bormida, 
aad the three bridges which they had made near Aleffan- 
dria, defeated them, and took 2 pieces of cannon and 100 
prifoners. 

The divifion of General Chabran arrived at the fame 
ume slong the Po, eppofite Valence, to prevent the ene. 
my from pafling that river. Thus Melas found himfelf 
furrounded between the Bormida and the Po, The only

The 14th at day-break, the enemy pafied the Bormida, 
on three bridges: refolved to cut their way through, they 
Gebouched in force, furprized our gdvanced guard, and 
began, with great vivacity the battle of Marengo, which 
finally decided the fate of Italy and the Aufliian aimy, 
Four.times during the battle we were repulfed, and as ol- 
ten we advanced. More thao 6o pieces of cennon, on 
different points, aad at differcut hours were takew and re- 
taken on both fides. Tiere were move than twelve cherg- 
es ot cavalry aod with various fucceffvs, It was three 
hours after mid-day ; 10,000 iufantry flanked our right in 
the grand plain of St, Julien, They were fupported by a 
line of cavalry, and a great quaniny of artillery. The 
grenadiers of the guard were placed like a redoubt of gran- 
ite in the centre of that immeofe plaia. Nothing could 
overthrow it, Cavalry, infantry, artillery, every thing 
was diredted againit that battalion, but in vain, It was 
thea really feen what a handful of men of {pirit could ef- 
fe&. By this obltinate refiltance, the left of the enemy 
was checked and oar right fupported until the arrival of 
General Monnier, who carried the yiilege of Caftel Ceri- 
olo atthe point of the bayonet : the enemy's cavalry then 
made a rapid movement on our right which was already 
This movement precipitated its retreat. The 
eacmy advanced upon our whole line, difcharging cannit- 


| ter-fhot from more than an hundred pieces of cannon,

Ceneral Keller- 
man, woo, wita his brigade of heavy cavalry had the 
whole day covered the :t:reat of our left, made a charge 
with fuch vigor, *and fo apropos, that Gooo grenadiers, 
and General Zach, the chief of the Staff, were made prif- 
oners, and feveral of the enemy's Generals killed. The 
whole army followed this movemeut, The right of the 
enemy was cut off, and confleraation and terror {pread 
through their sanks. 

The Auftrian Cavalry advanced to the centre, to cover 
the retreat. The chief of Brigade, Baflicres, at the head 
of the caffes-cols, aad grenadiers of the guard, made a 
charge with fuch aétivity and courage, that he pierced the 
line of the enemy’s Cavalry, and by it completed the ea- 
tire rout of the army, 

We have taken 15 fland of colois, 40 pieces of cannon, 
and made from 5 ‘0 8000 prifoners. No move thau 6000 
of the enemy remained on the field of battle, 

The oth light horfe have merited the title of the incom- 
parable. The heavy Cavalry and the 8th Dragoons have 
covered themfelves with glory. 

Our lofs is alio confiderable. We had 600 men kil- 
led, and 1500 wounded, and goo taken prifoneis,
